Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: The Applicant discussed how element 13 and 14 are integral and element 14 is 
exterior to the lid. The examiner responded by pointing out that Holmgren discloses elements 13 and 14 as separate 
elements, where 13 is a lock slide and 14 is housing. The applicant further pointed to figure 19. saying that a portion 
of 13 is open to the exterior surface. The examiner indicated that the lock slide is still internal to the lid though a 
portion is exposed to the outside .
